I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1941. 

This  Report  is  necessarily  brief,  but  I  must  take  up  a  small 
amount  of  space  to  say  that  considering  war  time  conditions  as 
they  are,  we  had  a  very  fortunate  year  as  far  as  health  of  the 
community  is  concerned,  in  1941. 

The  birth  rate  was  the  highest  for  ten  years  and  the  death  rate 
the  lowest  for  the  same  period. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  the  lowest  but  one  ever 
recorded. 

There  were  no  serious  epidemics  of  Infectious  disease  and  the 
number  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria  was  a  record. 

If,  for  the  rest  of  the  war,  we  can  escape  decimation  by  disease 
or  destruction  by  bombs,  we  shall  have  something  to  be  doubly 
thankful  for.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

During  the  year  the  Donaldson-Hudson  Pathological  Labor¬ 
atories  at  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  were  opened  and  have  provided 
a  long  felt  local  want. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  at  Wrekin  College,  Wellington,  established  to 
assist  Local  Authorities  in  case  of  outbreaks  of  disease  arising  as 
a  result  of  an  influx  of  evacuees  or  military  personnel  has  been  of 
great  assistance. 

Diphtheria  swabs  from  the  Isolation  Hospital  continue  to  be 
examined  at  the  Laboratory  at  the  Health  Centre. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

No  alteration  as  regards  normal  civil  requirements.  Ambu¬ 
lances  to  the  number  of  15  are  provided  for  use  in  Shrewsbury  as 
part  of  the  Air  Raid  Precaution  Services. 

Glinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  provision  of  a  Cleansing  Station  for  Scabies  and  other 
Verminous  conditions  was  put  in  hand  and  should  be  ready  to 
function  in  1942. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  W.  A.  Hewitt,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  follow  ing  notes  and  a  summary  of  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  respect  of  Shelton 
and  Conduit  waters. 

“  River  Severn  Supply,  Shelton.  From  the  annexed  table 
which  summarizes  the  results  of  all  examinations  made  at  the 
Shelton  Laboratory  throughout  1941,  and  from  the  separate  table 
of  examinations  at  the  Birmingham  University  Laboratory,  it  will 
Be  seen  that  the  excellent  results  obtained  since  the  inception  of 
the  Shelton  Scheme  in  1935  have  been  fully  maintained. 

Conduit  Water  Supply.  The  application  of  a  very  slight  pre¬ 
cautionary  chlorine  treatment  of  the  conduit  water  was  continued 
throughout  the  year.”

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Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  Typhoid  Fever,  although  there 
was  1  death  from  this  disease  of  a  Shrewsbury  person  not  resident 
in  Shrewsbury  at  the  time  of  death. 

'there  were  3  notifications  of  Paratyphoid  Fever. 

One  of  these  cases  was  a  girl  who  whilst  suffering  from  the 
disease  was  at  work  in  a  bakery  establishment  and  who  was 
handling  bread  and  confectionery. 

As  there  wras  a  possibility  that  these  articles  of  food  might 
have  beeu  infected  by  her,  all  medical  practitioners  were  at  once 
warned  to  be  on  the  look-out. 

In  order  to  try  and  trace  the  source  of  infection,  the  assistance 
of  the  Emergency  Tublic  Health  Laboratory  wras  obtained.  .Samples 
of  blood,  faeces  and  urine  were  taken  from  94  employees  at  the 
bakery.  All  specimens  proved  to  be  negative  and  fortunately 
there  were  no  further  cases. 

Contrary  to  expectations  there  was  one  hundred  per  cent 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  employees  in  providing  the  three 
specimens  requested  from  each  one  of  them.  This  willingness  was 
not  only  gratifying  in  itself,  but  it  enabled  the  investigation  to  be 
complete  and  thorough.

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WIONKMOOR  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

At  the  Isolation  Hospital  itself  there  are  60  beds  and  reserve 
beds  are  available  at  Monkmoor  Hall  (24  beds)  and  at  Underdale 
Hospital  (16  beds),  giving  a  total  of  100  beds. 
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Monkmoor  Hall  which  was  opened  up  at  the  end  of  September, 
1940,  was  closed  down  in  June,  1941,  and  it  has  not  been  necessary 
so  far  to  re-open  it.  Underdale  Hospital  has  not  been  occupied 
at  all  since  the  outbreak  of  war. 

Cases  admitted. 

Patients  were  admitted  from  the  area  of  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board  (Borough  of  Shrewsbury  and  Atcham  Rural  District)  and 
from  the  Counties  of  Salop,  Montgomery,  Radnor  and  Brecon. 

Military  cases  stationed  in  the  above  areas  are  also  admitted. 


The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  611, 
compared  with  611,  347  and  418  in  the  previous  years  respectively.

Of  the  (ill  patients  admitted,  85  or  14%  after  due  observation 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  conditions  other  than  those  for 
which  admitted. 

Seven  cases  sent  in  as  Scarlet  Fever  were  re-diagnosed  as 
Bronchitis  (2  cases),  Post  Vaccinal  Erythema,  Erysipeloid  derma¬ 
titis,  Erythema  of  unknown  origin  and  Nil  disease  (2  cases). 

Forty-four  cases  sent  in  as  Diphtheria  were  re-diagnosed  as 
Tonsillitis  (17  cases),  Laryngitis  (3  cases),  Pharyngitis  (1  case), 
Vincent’s  Angina  (13  cases),  Quinsy  (3  cases),  Scarlet  Fever 
(3  cases),  Nil  disease  (4  cases). 

Twenty-four  cases  sent  in  as  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  were  re¬ 
diagnosed  as  Pneumococcal  Meningitis  (3  cases),  Aseptic  Men¬ 
ingitis  (1  case),  Toxic  Meningismus  (1  case),  Subarachnoid 
Haemorrhage  (1  case),  Heat  stroke  (1  case),  Pneumonia  (5  cases), 
Streptococcal  Septicaemia  (1  case),  Encephalitis  (2  cases),  Polio- 
Encephalitis  (4  cases),  Myalgia  (3  cases),  Influenza  (2  cases). 

Other  diseases  re-diagnosed  were  as  follows  : — 

Two  cases  sent  in  as  Erysipelas  were  cases  of  Dental  abscess  and 
Furunculosis. 

Four  cases  sent  in  as  Measles  were  cases  of  Dermatitis,  Whooping 
Cough,  Streptococcal  Septicaemia  and  Nil  Disease. 

Two  cases  sent  in  as  Paratyphoid  Fever  were  cases  of  Alimentary 
Toxaemia  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

One  case  sent  in  as  Dysentery  was  a  case  of  Enteritis. 

One  case  sent  in  as  Whooping  Cough  was  a  case  of  Measles. 

Treatment. 

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  3  deaths  among  the  1  Si  definite  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever.  Two  of  these  deaths  following  Mastoid  infection 
and  one  w;as  due  to  Surgical  Scarlet  Fever  from  a  cut  hand  which 
brought  about  Septicaemia. 

Diphtheria.  Of  the  216  true  cases  of  Diphtheria  8  died,  giving  a 
case  mortality  of  3.7%. 

Among  the  216  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  31  patients  who  had 
been  partially  or  completely  immunised  previously.  None  suffered 
any  complications  and  there  were  no  deaths. 
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Cerebro-spinal  Fever.  As  of  the  72  cases  sent  in  as  Cerebro-spinal 
Fever  24  were  re-diagnosed  as  other  diseases,  there  were  48  definite 
cases  which  received  treatment.  There  were  4  deaths  giving  a 
case  mortality  of  8.3%.  This  compares  with  the  previous  year 
with  a  20%  case  mortality  when  12  out  of  61  cases  treated  died. 

The  cases  received  during  1941  from  the  various  localities  in 
the  Counties  which  the  Hospital  serves  were  on  the  whole  of  a 
milder  clinical  type.  Treatment  remained  unchanged  and  the  better 
results  obtained  in  1941  can  almost  certainly  be  attributed  to  a 
decreased  virulence  of  the  infection. 

Surgical  Operations. 

The  following  operations  were  performed  by  the  visiting 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  or  other  surgeons.

Three  Diphtheria  patients  contracted  Chickenpox  and  three 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Both  these  instances  of  cross  infection  were  attributable  to 
missed  cases  of  either  disease  being  admitted  to  the  Diphtheria 
block  and  were  not  due  to  faulty  nursing  technique  nor  to  carriers 
among  the  nursing  staff. 

Health  of  Staff. 

No  member  of  the  Nursing  or  domestic  staff  contracted  any 
infectious  disease.

There  were  21  deaths  among  the  611  patients,  4  from  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever,  8  from  Diphtheria,  3  from  Scarlet  Fever,  2  from 
Streptococcal  Septicaemia,  2  from  Pneumococcal  Meningitis  and 
2  from  Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  patients  admitted  from  Shrewsbury 
or  the  Atcham  Rural  District. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Salop  County  Council  administer  the  Tuberculosis  service, 
but  close  co-operation  is  maintained  chiefly  in  connection 
with  disinfection  of  rooms  occupied  by  infectious  patients  or  in 
re-housing  those  whose  housing  conditions  are  unsatisfactory.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  body  of  this  Annual  Report  is  composed  of  statistical 
matter  and  it  is  only  in  this  introductory  letter  that  I  make  com¬ 
ment  on  the  more  important  matters  that  give  some  indication 
of  the  state  of  the  health  and  condition  of  school  children  as  a 
result  of  war-time  circumstances. 

Verminous  Conditions. 

Although  most  mothers  are  busier  than  ever,  with  shopping 
delays,  war  work,  and/or  billetees  to  look  after,  it  is  most  satis¬ 
factory  to  find  that  louse  infestation  of  the  children  is  no  more 
than  it  was  in  peace-time. 

On  the  other  hand  Scabies  (the  Itch)  which  is  a  “dirt  disease,’’ 
but  which  can  be  contracted  by  quite  clean  people  by  contact, 
has  more  than  doubled.  This  disease  was  virtually  absent  in 
Shrewsbury  before  the  war  and  has  been  brought  into  the  town 
by  newcomers. 

A  special  cleansing  station  for  adults,  as  well  as  children,  will 
soon  be  in  operation  to  deal  with  this  problem. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  305  cases  of  Infectious  disease  compared  with 
1053  in  the  previous  year,  and  it  must  be  regarded  as  one  of  our 
favourable  years.  Of  the  different  infectious  diseases  Diphtheria 
is  the  one  most  feared  and  it  is,  therefore,  a  fortunate  circum¬ 
stance  of  chance,  combined  with  our  work  of  immunisation,  that 
out  of  a  school  population  of  4,000  there  were  only  11  cases  of 
this  disease  compared  with  03  in  the  previous  year. 

As  regards  immunisation  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  just 
under  1,000  school  children  were  immunised  during  the  year,  this 
being  the  highest  number  of  immunisations  in  a  year  ever  reached. 
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I  hope  that  Government  spokesmen  will  continue  periodic 
wire  es.s  appeals  to  parents  as  I  am  certain  that  it  is  a  valuable 
reinforcement  of  the  efforts  of  we  local  prophets  who,  with  honour- 

a  )  e  intentions,  are  perhaps  without  honour  among  those  who  are 
familiar  with  us  ! 

Nutrition. 

Although  this  subject  comes  last  it  is  not  least,  but  is  of  more 
importance  than  anything  else  we  can  do  on  behalf  of  the  health 
of  growing  children.  In  the  absence  of  any  exact  form  of  measure¬ 
ment  of  the  nutritional  state  of  an  individual  we  have,  at  present, 
to  rely  on  individual  clinical  judgment,  but  if  the  individual 
obserxer  or  his  or  her  judgment  do  not  change,  one  can  compare 
one  \  ear  s  findings  with  another.  Statistics  are  only  statistics 
and  may  have  various  interpretations,  but  even  allowing  for  such 
fallacies,  it  does  appear  that  during  the  year  1941  the  nutri¬ 
tional  condition  of  the  sample  of  children  medically  examined  has 
deteriorated  compared  with  former  years.  Reference  to  the 
lables  on  Nutrition  in  the  Report  will  demonstrate  the  deterior¬ 
ation. 

As  teeth  are  bodily  structures  whose  integrity  or  disintegration 
are  closely  associated  with  dietetic  habits  and  therefore  may  be 
considered  to  give  some  indication  of,  at  any  rate,  past  deficiencies 
or  errors  of  diet,  it  is  rather  significant  too  that  the  teeth  of  the 
children  were  not  as  good  as  formerly. 

In  1937,  1938  and  1939  the  number  of  children  selected  by 
the  School  Dentist  for  treatment  was  52%  of  those  examined  in 
each  of  those  three  years.  In  1940,  55%  were  found  to  require 
treatment,  whereas  in  1941,  73%  w-ere  found  to  require  treatment. 
It  is  true  that  a  fair  number  of  children  from  other  areas  coming 
into  the  town  temporarily  or  permanently  have  been  noted  by  the 
Dentist  to  have  for  the  most  part  worse  teeth  than  Shrewsbury 
children,  but  even  allowing  for  the  increased  percentage  being 
partly  due  to  such  children  it  cannot  wholly  be  accounted  for  in 
this  way. 


School  children  can  obtain  1/3  pint  or  2/3  pint  of  milk  daily  at 
school,  but  not  all  children  avail  themselves  of  this  facility.  Cod 
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liver  oil  is  not  issued  to  them  as  it  is  to  pre-school  children  and  in 
their  own  homes  they  must  largely  be  subsisting  on  bread  and 
margarine  (vitaminised  or  otherwise)  and  on  potatoes  to  a  greater 
extent  than  on  other  vegetables  which  may  be  more  valuable. 

It  is  a  wonderful  advance  that  white  bread  has  now  been 
banished,  but  children  cannot  thrive  even  on  wheatmeal  bread 
alone. 

Owing  to  unavoidable  delays,  school  canteen  facilities  are  not 
yet  available  for  the  majority  of  children  and  I  can  only  urge  with 
all  the  emphasis  I  can  command  that,  primary  and  concentrated 
attention  should  be  given  to  ensure  that  provision  is  made  somehow 
or  other  to  enable  all  children  whose  parents  are  agreeable,  to  have 
the  one  good  appetising,  nutritious  and  satisfying  meal  which  a 
School  Canteen,  under  the  supervision  of  a  trained  Manager  versed 
in  modern  dietetics  can  provide.

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

At  routine  or  special  inspections  8  children  were  found  to 
require  treatment  for  Adenoids  or  Unhealthy  Tonsils  or  both. 

Of  this  number,  7  suffered  from  Unhealthy  Tonsils  and  1  from 
Unhealthy  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.

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TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital 
under  the  Authority’s  Scheme. 

Under  this  Scheme  26  children,  compared  with  18  in  the 
previous  year,  underwent  operation  (see  Table  III.,  Group  III., 
at  end  of  Report). 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  definite  or  suspected  cases  of  Pulmonary  or  Glandular 
Tuberculosis  are  referred  to  the  County  Council  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  where  they  are  treated  or  kept  under  observation  by 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Cases  of  Bone  or  Joint  Tuberculosis  are  referred  to  the  Cripple 
Care  Centre,  whence  they  are  admitted  to  the  Shropshire  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Hospital  if  necessary,  under  the  County  Council  Scheme.

Two  cases  were  dealt  with  privately,  glasses  being  prescribed 
and  obtained. 

To  this  number  may  be  added  5  cases  for  whom  glasses  were 
prescribed  in  1940,  but  glasses  not  obtained  until  1941. 

Of  the  161  children  who  obtained  their  glasses,  136  were 
provided  by  parents  and  25  wholly  or  partly  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority. 

As  soon  as  children  have  obtained  their  glasses  they  are  sent 
back  to  the  Hospital  to  ascertain  whether  the  prescription  has  been 
accurately  dispensed  by  the  optician  and  that  the  frames  are  a 
proper  fit. 

The  number  of  children  so  referred  to  the  Hospital  was  115, 
and  of  this  number,  2  were  found  to  have  incorrect  lenses  and 
13  ill-fitting  frames.  These  errors  were  subsequently  adjusted  by 
the  optician. 

One  child  was  operated  on  for  squint  at  the  Hospital. 
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EAR  DISEASE  AND  HEARING. 

Ear  cases  received  treatment  either  at  Minor  Ailment  Centres 
or  at  the  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  treatment  for  Ear  defects 
was  60  ;  of  these,  54  were  treated  at  Minor  Ailment  Centres  and 
6  at  Hospital. 


DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  part-time  School  Dentist  devoted  238  sessions  to  treat¬ 
ment  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  whose  parents  accepted  treatment 
by  the  School  Dentist  was  1480,  and  during  the  year  1358  received 
treatment. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  School  Dental  Service  during  1941 
are  to  be  found  in  Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this  Report.

CRIPPLING  DEFECTS  AND  ORTHOPAEDICS. 

An  Orthopaedic  clinic  is  held  once  a  week  at  the  Health  Centre, 
to  which  major  and  minor  crippling  defects  may  be  referred  for 
examination  and  treatment. 

This  Clinic  is  conducted  by  voluntary  helpers  provided  by  a 
local  Cripple  Care  Committee  in  conjunction  with  a  staff  of  trained 
nurses  sent  from  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  An  ortho¬ 
paedic  surgeon  visits  the  Clinic  at  intervals  when  new  as  well  as 

old  cases  are  brought  before  him. 

«  ° 

The  number  of  children  referred  to  the  Cripple  Care  Clinic 
during  the  year  was  58. 

Fourteen  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Routine  procedure  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  under 
the  restricted  facilities  available. 
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SCHOOL  BATHS. 

The  Public  Baths  at  which  swimming  instruction  is  given  to 
school  children  were  commandeered  by  the  Military  Authorities 
despite  local  protest,  and  these  baths  are  not  now  available. 

PROVISION  OF  IVIEALS  AND  MILK. 

As  in  the  past,  pasteurised  milk  was  supplied  in  1  /3-pint 
bottles  until,  owing  to  war-time  difficulties,  milk  could  only  be 
supplied  in  bulk  or  in  pint  bottles,  necessitating  the  measuring 
out  of  1/3  or  2/3  pint  from  the  receptacle  into  a  child’s  individual 
mug. 

As  it  was  necessary  to  store  milk  mugs  at  schools  as  well  as 
cleanse  them  there,  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  these  purposes 
as  follows. 

Glazed  china  mugs  were  purchased,  Ascot  heaters  for  hot 
water  were  fitted  at  all  schools  requiring  them  ;  women  were 
engaged  to  cleanse  the  mugs  and  special  bins  were  designed  and 
manufactured  locally  for  storage  purposes. 

As  timber  was  not  available  for  the  making  of  storage  cup¬ 
boards  ;  as  it  was  unhygienic  that  cleansed  mugs  should  be  stored 
in  classroom  cupboards  among  school  books  and  with  vitiated 
air  circulating  and  as  it  was  undesirable  to  attempt  to  dry  wipe 
washed  mugs  with  cloths  which  in  a  short  space  of  time  would 
become  contaminated,  a  solution  to  all  these  difficulties  was 
conceived  and  put  into  practice. 

Galvanised  bins  of  a  capacity  to  hold  50  milk  mugs,  with  a 
close  fitting  lid  and  a  handle  for  carrying  purposes  were  made. 
"Each  bin  has  a  perforated  false  bottom  easily  removable  for  periodic 
cleansing.  The  wet  mugs  are  placed  bottom  upwards  in  the  bin  in 
tiers  so  that  any  drip  water  percolates  through  the  holes  in  the 
false  bottom  and  the  collected  drip  water  does  not  touch  the  bottom 
layer  of  mugs.  When  filled  with  cleansed  mugs  the  lid  is  placed 
in  position  and  the  bin  can  be  taken  anywhere  convenient  to  await 
the  following  day’s  distribution  of  milk  with  no  chance  of  con¬ 
tamination  wherever  it  may  be  kept,  unless  some  one  purposely 
or  accidentally  removes  the  lid. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  3,827  children  were 
receiving  milk  compared  with  approximately  3,584  at  the  same 
period  in  1940.  Of  the  3,827  children  receiving  milk,  257  received 
it  free  of  which  number  14  were  billeted  children. 

The  number  of  children  partaking  of  a  mid-day  meal  at  school 
canteens  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  635,  which  is  only  approxi¬ 
mately  13  per  cent,  of  the  school  population.  Reference  to  this 
situation  has  been  made  in  the  introductory  letter  to  this  Report.
